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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Examiner disagrees with the applicant's agumnets that the frame of the the Theodorou reference Is not curved. 
The frame is clearly curved in a lateral (side-to-side) direction. Applicantt has not specified that the frame curve along which balls (16) are 
placed, must be the longitudinal frame curve. During patent examination, the pending claims must be given their broadest reasonable 
Interpretation consistent with the specification. In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000). Applicant 
always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that 
the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 541 . 550-51 
(CCPA 1969) The court explained that "reading a claim in light of the specification, to thereby interpret limitations explicitly recited in the 
claim, is a quite different thing from 'reading limitations of the specification into a claim,' to thereby narrow the scope of the claim by 
implicitly adding disclosed limitations which have no express basis in the claim."
